LIFE EXPECTING? 


CIN BE EXTENOED 


By STEPHEN J. McDONOUGH 
Washington, Ap ril 1 (A3)—The 
av erage length of hu man life 
cou ld be stretched another 10 
y ears, Dr. Thomas Parran said 
tod ay , if ad v antage were taken 
of av ailable med ical knowled ge. 
Dr. Parran, su rgeon general of 
the United States Pu blic Health 
Serv ice, said th at in the last 8 0 
y ears the av erage length of life 
of men has increased from 38 to 
61 y ears and of women from 40 to 
64 y ears. 
“I feel confid ent another 10 
y ears cou ld be ad d ed to the life 
ex p ectancy ,” he said , “entirely 
asid e from the p ossibility of d is­ 
cov ering an effectiv e p rev enta­ 
tiv e for cancer or major heart 
d iseases.” 
Diseases of the heart cau se 
more d eaths than any other af­ 
fliction of mankind , 
he ex ­ 
p lained , the d eath rate being 
more than d ou ble that of cancer. 
While 
no 
effectiv e 
general 
treatment is av ailable, he said , 
many cases are being su ccessfu l­ 
ly treated and the length of life 
p rolonged . 
“Great p rogress in red u cing 
the incid ence of heart d isease 
will be mad e in the p resent d riv e 
to control and erad icate sy p hilis, 
since sy p hilis is the cau se of a 
large p ercentage of heart ail­ 
ments,” Dr. Parran ad d ed . 
Consid erable p rogress in leng­ 
thening the liv es of cancer su f­ 
ferers, he said , may be ex p ected 
in the nex t few y ears throu gh 
the p resent camp aign to ed u cate 
the p u blic to the fact that early 
cancer is cu rable. 
A camp aign also is u nd erway 
u nd er the sp onsorship of the 
General Fed eration of Women’s 
clu bs to red u ce the infant mor­ 
tality rate. This forecasts a fu r­ 
ther increase in the av erage 
length of life, he d eclared . 
Other activ ities inclu d e con­ 
tinu ation of the anti-tu bercu lo­ 
sis camp aign, imp rov ement in 
the general health and nu trition 
of school child ren, ex tend ing the 
u se of v acrines and other p ro­ 
tectiv e p rep arations and the p re­ 
v ention of au tomobile accid ents.

The negotiations from Febru­ 
ary 17 tin til yesterday were in 
the hands of a subcommittee of 
two miners and two operators. 
When Lewis offered yesterday 
what he termed his final conces­ 
sions from his original demands, 
the operators agreed to place 
them before operator represent­ 
atives of every district in the Ap­ 
palachian area, reaching from 
central Pennsylvania to northern 
Tennessee. 
, 
Most of these operators reject­ 
ed Lewis’ proposals. The 
full 
joint conference, called to meet 
last night, then recessed until 
this afternoon. 
Lewis advised the operators to 
arrange with the union’s district 
officers for a supply of mainten­ 
ance men, to keep the mines 
from being flooded during 
a 
strike. 
Usually well-informed quarters 
said the miner’s final proposals 
called for an increase of 50 cents 
in the daily pay of those miners 
paid by the day and for a nine- 
cents a ton raise for those paid 
by the ton, with time and one 
half for overtime.

MENTAL QUIRKS 
IN NEAL FAMILY, 
WITNESSES SAY

Shelbyville, Ind., April 1 (/P)— 
The defense of Vurtis Neal, 22, 
and Hugh Marshall, 19, whose 
lives the state is demanding in 
payment for the $1.20 holdup- 
slaying of an Indianapolis phar­ 
macist, fought back today with 
evidence intended to prove the 
two youths insane. 
Into the drama brought to 
Shelby county’s new courthouse 
by their trial for the murder of 
William H. Bright, 36, the de­ 
fense began its parade of wit­ 
nesses, most of whom were called 
7 
0 
in support of the insanity pleas 
entered earlier by the two de­ 
fendants. 
Groundwork for the insanity 
defense was laid with the testi­ 
mony of Edward L. Rosenberger, 
a justice of the peace at Vevay, 
who testified to mental deficien­ 
cies of maternal relatives of Neal. 
Questioned by Mrs. Gertrude 
Cole of Vevay, an attorney for 
Neal, Rosenberger testified Neal’s 
maternal 
grandfather, 
James 
McAllister, died in an insane 
asylum, 
that 
Mrs. 
McAllister 
“used to act crazy-like,” that 
Neal’s mother was “not very in­ 
telligent” and that Neal himself 
always had behaved “peculiar 
like.” 
On one side of the modernistic, 
newly-furnished courtroom sat 
Bright’s blue-eyed, brown-haired 
young widow, Mrs. Lois Cherry 
Bright, and members of 
the 
Bright family. The slain drug­ 
gist’s mother, Mrs. Albert Bright 
of Elnora, a little woman clad 
in black, sobbed audibly at times 
and the others brushed away 
tears frequently. 
Across the courtroom—which 
was jammed to the rafters with 
another more - than - capacity 
crowd, made up largely of wom­ 
en—sat the young defendants, 
apparently intent on the pro­ 
ceedings in which their lives are 
at stake. 
They whispered to each other 
infrequently, in contrast to their 
conduct in the early days of the 
trial, and officers said they did 
not appear to be on good terms. 
Neal, neat in a white shirt and 
dark clothing, with his thick 
brown hair well combed, kept his 
head cupped in his shackled 
hands much of the time. He sel­ 
dom smiled. The darker-skinned 
and younger Marshall left his 
gaze wander over the courtroom 
from time to time and smiled not 
infrequently. He smoked a pipe 
during recesses. 
Mrs. Lois Bright, the last wit­ 
ness for the state, choked with 
sobs as she identified articles 
of clothing worn by her husband 
on January 4, last. 
Neal dropped his head in his 
hands and kept his eyes to the 
floor as Mrs. Bright testified 
tearfully of next seeing her hus­ 
band as a bullet-pierced corpse 
in an Indianapolis undertaking 
establishment after his body had 
been dragged from Sugar Creek 
near the Red Mill bridge north of 
Shelbyville. 
In a signed confession, admit­ 
ted as evidence over defense ob­ 
jections, Neal and Marshall told 
of shooting Bright to death and 
hurling his body into the creek 
after kidnaping him when he 
stopped hs car at a red light in 
Indianapolis the night of Janu­ 
ary 4. 
The confession said Neal was 


the “trigger man,” that he shot 
Bright twice in the back after 
the three menlgot out of Bright’s 
car in a cornfield north of Shel­ 
byville and then fired two more 
shots into his head as he fell. 
Before the shooting the state­ 
ment said, Neal went through 
Bright’s pockets and took $1.20

fro m the beau ty inherent in 
themselv es they may be made 
do u bly effectiv e by co ncealing all 
u nsightly and u gly p laces. 
Vines will tu rn a sto ne wall, o r 
sto ne p ile, o r a dead stu mp , into 
a mo u nd o f charming beau ty . 
Trained into a dead o r dy ing 
tree, and hanging in festo o ns 
fro m its branches, they fo rm a 
p ictu re that v aries in its charm 
with ev ery p assing breeze and 
ev ery change o f light. On fences 
o r lattices they make a frame fo r 
the entire back y ard, a screen fo r 
the serv ice y ard o r 
v egetable 
garden, o r they may enclo se a 
back y ard liv ing o r p lay ro o m. 
Gro wing o n fences, o r wires 
stru ng o n p o sts, they make a 
mo st attractiv e bo u ndary line.

and p ergo las. 
When p lanting v ines to co v er 
walls, p lant a t least two feet 
fro m the wall, becau se near the 
wall the so il o ften co ntains bro k­ 
en sto ne o r ru bble, and ru bbish 
witho u t the p ro p er am o u nt o f 
p lant fo o d. When the sho o ts get 
two o r three feet start, dig a 
three inch deep trench fo r each 
sho o t, fro m the ro o t to the wall, 
in v ario u s directio ns, and bu ry 
the sho o ts in the trenches, let­ 
ting the ends co me u p in the 
shap e o f an o p en fan ju st at the 
base o f the wall. This do es fo u r 
things; it p ermits mo wing with­ 
o u t cu tting the v ine at the base; 
it p ermits the ro o ts to get mo re 
mo istu re fro m the ro o f; it giv es 
the ro o ts better so il and mo re 
ro o m to ex p and; it strengthens 
the ro o t sy stem also , becau se 
sho o ts that are bu ried 
u nder 
gro u nd will p u t o u t ro o tlets, and 
beco me p art o f the ro o t sy stem. 
In deco rating the y ard begin with 
v ines and end with them. They 
are wo rth dev o ted co nsideratio n. 
They req u ire little care, and fu r­ 
nish the backgro u nd fo r o ther 
p lantings, like the back cu rtains 
o f the theatre they are a neces­ 
sary p art o f the setting.

It is natu ral to 
endeav o r to select m aterials fo r 
a fo u ndatio n that will su p p o rt a 
better herd. If mo st o f the ani­ 
mals in a herd are to o wrinkled 
o r ro u gh, shallo w in chest, weak 
in back o r to o lo ng in legs, it is 
the bu ilder’s jo b to cu t and fit fo r 
imp ro v ements. The herd sire is 
the best p lace to start. He sho u ld 
be a go o d p u rebred fro m p ro lific 
ancesto rs, interm ediate in ty p e, 
mascu line in ap p earance, deep in 
bo dy and ten mo nths o ld o r o lder 
a t the beginning o f the beeding 
seaso n. 
Select so ws and gilts o f femin­ 
ine 
ap p earance 
with 
smo o th 
heads and sho u lders, deep bo dies, 
and o f that ty p e and q u ality that 


will finish fo r m arket a t 200 to 
225 p o u nds. Gilts sho u ld be large 
fo r age and no t y o u nger than 
SV2 
mo nths o ld. Breeding ho gs re­ 
sp o nd better when in ex cellent 
health, mediu m in co nditio n and 
gaining 3-4 to 1 p o u nd daily a t 
start o f the breeding seaso n. 
When the breeding o f the sires 
and dams o f the ten heav iest lit­ 
ters o f each o f 14 y ears o f the 
Ho o sier To n Litter Clu b was su m­ 
marized, it was fo u nd that 100 
p er cent o f the sires and 9 1 p er 
cent o f the dams were p u rebred.
